CONFUSION 


Change of Tax Laws Caus- 
es It. 


Received $5.122,856 36, and Spent 
$4,690,534 79 Last Year—Statis- 
tics For Taxpayers. 


LANSING, Mich., Feb. 6.—The report 
Setting forth the financial operations of 
the state for the last fiscal year, which 
has been awaited with much impatience 
by both legislators and citizens gener- 
ally, was received from the state printer 
by Auditor-General Dix today and will 
be placed on the desks of the members 
of the legislature tomorrew. It is a 
comprehensive statement of much im- 
portance and interest 'to Michigan tax- 
payers. : 

The receipts of the state treasury 
from all sources during the year were 
$5,122,859.36, and the disbursements 
$4,690,534.79, an excess of receipts of 
$432,324.57, The balance in the treasury 
at the close of the year was $1,216,212.61. 


The ‘bonded indebtedness was increas- 


ed during the year by the issuance of 
$208,700 of 34 per cent war bonds, and 
on the day after the close of the fiscal 
year by the issuance of $291,300 of 3 per 
cent war bonds. The cash from the 
Sales of $191,300 of the later issue was, 
however, erroneously credited to the 
state treasury during the last fiscal] 
year, so ‘that there will always remain 
a discrepancy of the amount named be- 
tween the amount of the bonds out- 
standing June 30, 1898, and the amount 
received from the sale of these bonds. 
There are also cutstanding $19,000 of the 
$5,000,000 part paid bonds, which were 
acjustable at $10,992.83, and which are 
non-intterest bearing. 


THE HUMAN BODY. 


Many of the Facts Which Are Not Gen- 
erally Known, 

Human beings are of ail sizes, but 
the tall man is less common than the 
short; only one man in every 208 ex- 
ceeds the height of six feet, says the 
London Mail. For every foot of stat- 
ure a man should weigh from twenty- 
six to twenty-eight pounds, a pro- 
portion that is not the lot of all in 
these hurrying, scurrying days. An 
average-sized man weighs 140 pounds; 
a woman 125 pounds. Curiously 
enough, the mean weight and height 
of lunatics are below those of sane 
people. Another unexpected thing in 
this respect is that a negro’s skeleton” 
weighs more than that of an English- 
man. The vitalizing power is the 
blood, a drop of which takes but 
twenty-two seconds to go the round 
of the body. There passes through 
the heart once in every three minutes 
an amount of this precious fluid equal 
to all that is contained in the body. 
The mileage of the blood circulation 
reveals some astonishing and un- 
dreamed-of truths. It is estimated 
that, assuming the average speed of 
the heart to be sixty-nine beats a min- 
ute, the blood travels 207 yards in 
sixty seconds; in other words, seven 
miles an hour, 168 a day, or 6,320 per 
year. Ifa man of 84 could have one 
Single blood corpuscle floating in his 
blood all his life it would have trav- 
ersed in that period no less than 6,- 
150,808 miles. The average weight of 
the brain gf an adult male is three 
pounds eight ounces; of a female, two 
pounds four ounces. The woman’s 
brain begins to decline in weight af- 
ter the age of 30, the man’s not till 
ten years later. According to high 


authorities the nerves, with their 
branches and minute ramifications 
connecting with the brain, exceed 
10,000,000 in number. The palms 


of the hands and soles of the feet are 
composed of cushions of fat, in order 
that sudden jolts and violent blows 
may be successfully resisted, and no 
injury done to the muscles and bones. 
underneath. The muscles—of which 
the tongue monopolizes eleven—and 
bones of the human structure in com- 
bination are capable of more than 
1,200 different motions. The teaching 
of experience indicates that accidents 
are far more likely to occur to the 
right leg and arm than to the left.

Been Killed. 


The Gunboats Did Terrible Execu- 
tion With Their Rapid Fire Weap- 
ons—The Fleeing Filipinos. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—A Manila cable 
to the Evening Sun, dated Feb. 6,.7:10 
a Mm, gives the following detailed ag- 
count of the great battle there: 

The scene presented in the environs 
of the city of Manila as the sun went 
down on Sunday evening was one of 
terrible desolation. In the fighting, 
Which began at 8:30 o’clock on Saturday 
evening and continued yesterday in a 
determined or desultory manner, as the 
circumstances or conditions made neces- 
Sary, the Filipinos were utterly routed 
with fearful slaughter. From the best 
information obtainable at this writing 
their losses are estimated at 4,000, 
which estimate is not believed to be ex-

RENTS ITS ELECTRIC MOTORS. 


Bemunerative Experiment Conducted by 
City of Bradford, England. 

One obstacle to the more rapid adop- 
tion of electric power, especially in 
the case of small users everywhere, is 
undoubtedly the want’ of capital to 
purchase the necessary motor: but 
where the power to purchase exists the 
buyer often has little or no experience 
with electrical matters to guide him in 
his purchase, and if his means are lim- 
ited he will naturally be tempted to 
venture on a cheap line. with probably 
unsatisfactory results. A solution of 
these difficulties, which has been ap- 
plied with excellent results at Brad- 
ford, England, is the purchase of good, 


hire by the owners of the electricity 
supply undertakings, who, in this in- 
‘Stance, are the municipality itself, Ac- 
cording to. figures prepared by Alfred 
H. Gibbings, the city electrical engin- 
eer of Bradford, they have found there 
tnat. a rental charge of 10 per cent 
upon the initial cost of. each motor was 
amply sufficent to yield acceptable re: 
turns, ths charge being made up of 3 
per cent for interest, 3 per cent for 


preciation and contingent expenses, 

_ The Bradford corporation inaugu- 
rated their scheme of*hiring—in which, 
by the way,arc lamps also are included 
on similar terms—in November, 1896, 
and up to October of this year had sup- 
plied ninety-eight motors to consum- 
ers. The increase in electricity sup- 
plied for motive power in 1896, with 
only two months of the hire system in 
force, over that supplied in 1895, was 
a little over 19.000 Board’ of Trade 
units; in 1897 the increased Sale over 
1896 was 52,000 units, and“ for 1898 
the increase over 1897 wil] probably 
be: nearly 63,000 units, representing a 
more than 50 per-cent increase. These

THE HUMAN BODY. 


Many of the Facts Which Are Net Gen- 
erally Known, 

Human beings are of all sizes, but 
the tall man is less common than the 
short; only one man in every 208 ex- 
ceeds the height of six feet, says the 
London Mail. For every foot of stat- 
ure a man should weigh from twenty- 
six to twenty-eight pounds, a pro- 
portion that is not the lot of all in 
these hurrying, scurrying days. An 
average-sized man weighs 140 pounds; 
a woman 125 pounds. Curiously 
enough, the mean weight and height 
of lunatics are below those of sane 
people. Another unexpected thing in 
this respect is that a fegro’s skeleton 
weighs more than that of an English- 
man. The vitalizing power is the 
blood, a drop of which takes but 
twenty-two seconds to go the round 
of the body. There passes through 
the heart once in every three minutes 
an amount of this precious fluid equal 
to all that is contained in the body. 
The mileage of the blood circulation 
reveals some astonishing and un- 
dreamed-of truths. It is estimated 
that, assuming the average speed of 
the heart to be sixty-nine beats a min- 
ute, the blood travels 207 yards in 
sixty seconds; in other words, seven 
miles an hour, 168 a day, or 6,320 per 
year. Ifa man of 84 could have one 
Single blood corpuscle floating in his 
blood all his life it would have trav- 
ersed in that period no less than 6,- 
150,808 miles. The average weight of 
the brain gf an adult male is three 
pounds eight ounces; of a female, two 
pounds four ounces. The woman’s 
brain begins to decline in weight af- 
ter the age of 30, the man’s not till 
ten years later. According to high 


authorities the nerves, with their 
branches and minute ramifications 
connecting with the brain, exceed 
10,000,000 in number. The palms 


of the hands and soles of the feet are 
composed of cushions of fat, in order 
that sudden jolts and violent blows 
may be successfully resisted, and no 
injury done to the muscles and bones 
underneath. The muscles—of which 
the tongue monopolizes eleven—and 
bones of the human structure in com- 
bination are capable of more than 
1,200 different motions. The teaching 
of experience indicates that accidents 
are far more likely to occur to the 
right leg and arm than to the left. 
Further evidence of this fact is sup- 
plied by the makers of artificial limbs; 
they dispose of many more append- 
ages to the right side of the body than 
to the other. Statistics show that in 
fifty-four cases out of a hundred the 
left leg is stronger than the right, If 
a man coulii move his legs propor- 
tionately a8 fast as an ant he would 
travel not far short of 800 miles an 
hour.

RENTS ITS ELECTRIC MOTORS, 


| Remunerative Experiment Conducted by 


City of Bradford, England. 

One obstacle to the more rapid adop- 
tion of electric power, “especially in 
the case of small users everywhere, is 
undoubtedly the want of capital to 
purchase the necessary motor; but 
where the power to purchase exists the 
buyer often has little or no experience 
with electrical matters to guide him in 
his purchase, and if his means are lim- 
ited he will naturally be tempted to 
venture on a cheap line. with probably 
unsatisfactory results. A solution: of 
these difficulties, which has been ap- 


plied with excellent results at Brad- 


ford, England, is the purchase of good, 


reliable motors, and offering them for 1 
hire by the owners of the electricity | 


supply undertakings, who, in this in- 


‘Stance, are the municipality itself Ac- 


cording to figures prepared by Alfred 
H. Gibbings, the city electrical engin- 
eer of Bradford, they have found there 


that a rental charge of 10 per cent 


upon the initial cost of each motor was 
amply sufficent to yield acceptable re- 
turns, ths charge being made up of 3 
per cent for interest, 3 per cent for 


sinking fund, and 4 per cent for de- | 


preciation and contingent expenses. 
The Bradford corporation inaugu- 
rated their scheme of'ħiring—in which, 


‘by the way,arc lamps also are included 


on similar terms—in November, 1896, 
and up to October of this year had sup- 
plied ninety-eight motors to consum- 
ers. The increase in electricity sup- 
plied for motive power in 1896, with 
only two months of the hire system in 
force, over that supplied in 1895, was. 
a little over 19.000 Board of Trade 
units; in 1897 the increased Sale over 
1896 was 52,000 units, and for 1898 
the increase over 1897 will: probably 
be: nearly 63,000 units, representing a 
more than) 50 per-cent ‘increase, These 


figures show, very strikingly to what | 


extent the facilities offered by the 
Bradford. corporation are appreciated. 
Hitherto the supply has been con- 
fined to small-power uses, such as for 
cranes, hoists, fans, pumping and sim- 
ilar purposes, More recently, how- 
ever, applications for. motor service 
have come from a large spinning and 
weaving firm, several foundries where 
blowers are to be driven, a sawmill re- 
quiring about twenty horse-power. and 
@n engineering shop requiring about. 
fifty horse-power, all of which indi- 
cates growing and gratifying confi- 
dence in electric power, | 
Locomotives That Burn Oil. | 
The locomotives working through 
the Arlberg tunnel, on the Austrian 
State railroad, now burn oil entirely, 
They are specially designed heavy en- 
gines, two-cylinder compounds, hav- 
ing cylinders 550 mm. and 800 mm. 
diameter and 625 m. stroke. They have 
eight wheels, all coupled, the wheels 
being 1,300 m. diameter. The engines 
formerly burned Bohemian coal, but 
it was. found almost impossible to ven- 
tilate the tunnel. With the oi] fuel 
very little difficulty is experienced. The 
oil burners used are of the type de- 
vised by Mr. Holden of:the Northwest- 
ern railway, in England.

FISHES NEED AIR TO LIVE. 


Ponds in Which They May Be Sealed Up 
By Ice and Die for Want of it, 


FISHES need air. 

It is a familiar fact that fishes can- 
not live without air, of which all sweet 
water contains more or less, and in 
cold climates fishes sometimes die for 
want of air in ponds that are frozen 
over in winter; they exhaust the air 
contained in the water and not en- 
ough more can get in to sustain life. 

The frozen-over waters in whch fish 
don’t get air enough to support life are 
likely to be smaller ponds with a g avel 
border all around, where the ice can 
form unbroken clear to the edge, mak- 
ing a complete covering over the water 
and practically sealing it up. If there 
is vegetation around the pond at the 
edge of it, shrubbery or trees or 
branches dipping in the water, such 
vegetation is likely to supply some air, 
for as the ice settles it cracks and 
breaks about the stalks of this vegeta- 
tion and thus leaves places where air 
can get in. |

FISHES NEED AIR TO LIVE. 


Ponds in Which They May Be Sealed Up 
By Ice and Die for Want of it, 


FISHES need air. 

It is a familiar fact that fishes can- 
not live without air, of which all sweet 
water contains more or less, and in 
cold climates fishes sometimes die for 
want of air in ponds that are frozen 
over in winter; they exhaust the air 
contained in the water and not en- 
ough more can get in to sustain life. 

The frozen-over waters in wh‘ch fish 
don’t get air enough to support life are 
likely to be smaller ponds with a g avel 
border all around, where the ice can 
form unbroken clear to the edge, mak- 
ing a complete covering over the water 
and practically sealing it up. If there 
is vegetation around the pond at the 
edge of it, shrubbery or trees or 
branches dipping in the water, such 
vegetation is likely to supply some air, 
for as the ice settles it cracks and 
breaks about the stalks of this vegeta- 
tion and thus leaves places where air 
can get in. 

Sometimes in small sluggish bodies 
of water such as park ponds, holes are 
cut in the ice to give the fishes be- 
neath air.

SHORT BUT SWEET, 


Was the Council Meeting Last 


Evening. 


Promptly at the stroke of 8 o’clock ` 


Mayor Davis’ gavel fell and the con- 
versation of aldermen and visiting citi- 
zens became subdued. The sight which 
met the eye of the onlooker was superb, 
an unbroken line of aldermanic dignity, 
the full force of city constabulary and 
legal counsel, and the Commercial rep- 
resentative, sitting at the new report- 
ers’ table. 

First and foremost came the matter 
of the electric road to Saline. Robert 
Hemphill and H. P. Glover petitioned 
through their attorney tor authority for 
the organization of a corporation to 
“locate, establish, construct, operate 
and maintain a street railway on the 
street and avenue thereafter specified, 
within the city of Ypsilanti, with neces- 
Sary and convenient tracks to connect 
with the Detroit, Ann Arbor and Ypsi- 
lanti railroad; for turn-outs, for side- 
tracks and switches; and to run and 
maintain thereon railway cars for the 
carriage of passengers, baggage, pack- 
ages, express and mail for thirty years 
from date.’ The document set forth 
that the road will lay three such 
planks between the rails and for eigh- 
teen inches outside in front of business 
places, as directed by the council, and 
that in case the street is paved by the 
city the road will pave between the 
rails and for a foot outside with the 
same material as the city uses. The 
route through the city is to be from the 
D., Y. & A. A. turn-out at Washington 
and Congress, up Congress to its junc- 
tion with Chicago ave., and along the 
avenue to the city limits. The road is 
to be put in operation by April Ist, 1900. 

On motion, the petition was referred 
to a committee of five, to be appointed 
by the mayor, and the city attorney. As 
his committee the mayor named the 
senior aldermen. 

The mayor appointed his committee 
to look up the Fourth of July celebra- 
tion matter as follows: Alds. Wm. 
Moore, Joon Lamb, Wm. Meanwell, 
Martin Dawson, Milo Schaffer. 

On petition the mayor appointed J. 
W. Stevens, superintendent of buildings 
and grounds at the Normal, deputy 
marshal without pay. 

The clerk was insiructed to offer for 
Sale, to.go to the highest bidder, the 
five orders for an aggregate $2,260.63 or- 
dered at the last meeting to be drawn 
on the first district sewer fund. 

The Ypsilanti Gas Co. presented a 
communication to the effect that they 
will light the new hose house with 
Welsbach lamps at the rate of $15 per 
year, on a two-year contract, and do it 
better than is now being done. They 
reminded the council that they employ 
considerable labor in the city, are iarge 
taxpayers and get very little city busi- 
ness. The matter was referred to the 
committee on fire department. 

City Clerk McGregor reported that 
during the month of January he col- 
lected $156 on water receipts, $15.15 on 
sewer connections and $16.16 for the 
ecntingent fund. 

Among the claims and accounts pre- 
sented was a bill from Atterney Frank 
Joslyn for $60 for twelve days’ work on 
the amendments to the city charter. 
Ald. Worden took exception to this, put 
on vote of council it was honored. 

Ald. Meanwell presented a resolution 
which was adopted by council, that the 
city furnish wood to the Old Soldiers’ 
Relief at cost. 

Ald. Moore presented a resolution 
that H. M. Curtis, chairman of the 
commissioners of public works, be voted 
$50 in recognition of his services during 
the past year, in acocrdance with the 
custom of the council in huts honoring 
the chairman of the commission. Peso- 
lution adopted. 

The council preceeded to election of 
street commissioner to succeed the late 
Bernard Kirk, and Thomas Ryan drew 
the winning card on the first ballot by 
the folllowing easy margin: : Themas 
Ryan, 7; H. Deitrich, 1: Thomas 
Creech, 1. 

Council adjourned.

Have No Authority 
Change Text Books. 
Said Austin George, superintendent. 
of public schools, in regard to the mat- 
ter of change of text books, upon which 
there is a communication in another 
column: “I repeat, books are intro- 
duced into the school only by authority 
of the board of education. Any contem- 
plated change is brought before them 
and stands or falls according to their 
judgment. It is not the province of the 
teacher to prescribe ‘the text books 
which her scholars shall use. : 
“Keeping up with the times in 
choice and change of texts means, in the 
high school, nothing more or less than 
fulfilling the requirements of the Uni- 
versity. If the University prescribes 
that those who enter her classes with- 


out examination shall have performed 
a certain quantity and style of work, 
there is nothing for us to do but put in 
the books which treat of these subjects 
to the extent and in the manner requir- 
ed. Take the instance of the change in 
botany texts, which was made last 
year. The University changed its re- 
quirements in the department of bot- 
any, and we found that the old Wood's 
Botany was practically useless. We 
discarded it and introduced in its stead 
a volume which entirely answers our 
purpose and costs about half as much 
to the pupil. I realize as well as any 
One else, that the year's bill for school 
books comes to many as a heavy item 
of expense, but what is to be done? 
Under the present system of providing 
text books, such happenings are inevi- 
table. If the people do not like the 
present way of getting texts into the 
public schools, let them provide an- 
other. We, the board of education and 
teachers, are merely public servants 
and do the people’s will. Faults in the 
System are not ours. 

“I have already stated that I will 
giadly receive in person all such par- 
ents as are not familiar with the pro- 
cess of the introduction of bocks into 
the school and their change, and will 
make all explanations in my power. 
Any grievances brought to me or the 
board will receive prompt attention.”

Four days later Chambers 
appeared at the home of Lee Woods, 
now of Pine Bluff, Ark., who resided 
on a farm in the suburbs of Trinidad. 
He rode a horse which he had stolen 
from the Willis ranch. As he ap- 
proached the house the horse fell, in- 
juring Chamber’s leg. He appealed to 
the Woods family for help. They as- 
sisted him into the house, and Mr. 
Woods played the good Samaritan. 

After a little Chambers fell asleep. 
While Mrs. Woods was busying herself 
about the house she heard Chambers 
talking. He repeated again and again 
his words, which were to the effect 
that he had robbed the station agent 
at Clayton; had secured $800; had shot 
Bob Mansker, on of the sheriff’s posse 
that pursued him, in the heel, and was 
now safely out of it and could never 
be caught. When Mr. Woods came in- 
to the house his wife called attention 
to Chamber’s queer behavior. Woods 
listened and on the witness stand he 
verified all that Mrs. Woods had heard 
Chambers say in his sleep. 

Woods notified the United States 
postal authorities and entered into an 
arrangement to have both himself and 
Chambers arrested on some fictitious 
charge. They went to jail together, 
and there Chambers made a clean 
breast of it, and divulged to Woods 
the whole story of the Clayton hold- 
up. Chamber’s sentence has not yet 
been announced. |
